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THE REVERIE OF A DOWNTOWN CHURCH 


I am a downtown church. Some people rather pity me, for 
they think I am destined to grow weak and die.

Long after 
neighborhoods have changed and good neighborhoods have de- 
teriorated, and strong neighborhood churches have become weak 
neighborhood churches, I will continue to be strong. 

For I am in the heart of the city, and my ministry is not 
to a section of the town, but to the entire city, for I reach out 
in every direction. My ministry touches every neighborhood, 
and it extends to all classes. 

I am not provincial in my outlook. In me, the rich and the 
poor mingle in the fellowship of worship. Through me the poor 
are ennobled and enriched, and the rich are made generous and 
gentle. 

I live to serve. I exist for others. This may be the reason 
why I continue to keep my strength through the years. 

It is sometimes said that I am not so convenient to attend. 
But who ever said that religion is to be a thing of convenience? 
If pilgrims of Israel could travel the length of Palestine afoot 
to attend the special temple services at Jerusalem, surely the 
twenty minutes it requires to come to the heart of the city is not 
too much. , 

You come downtown to shop. You come downtown for 
your entertainment. Many of you come downtown to work. Is 
it any more of a hardship to come downtown to worship? 

You would not want me to die through your indifference, 
any more than you would want your downtown postoffice, 
courthouse and department stores to die. 

I leave my future to you, for my place in the city depends 
upon your loyalty. I believe that I can count on you. 
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THE RECTOR’S REPORT 
THE FELLOWSHIP OF ST. STEPHEN’S CHURCH— GREETINGS : 


This Parish has now completed One Hundred and Thirty Years of 
History, and stands as a proclamation to any and all who care to hear and 
see, what can be done under the continuing guidance of the Holy Spirit. 
We have had an opportunity to look back over the years and evaluate the 
contribution of this Church to the religious life of the city. We have been 
thrilled and proud of the consecrated service to GOD which the past has 
revealed. We give thanks to GOD for our many blessings. 

Now we must look ahead to the opportunities and responsibilities that 
lie ahead. This past year we engaged the services of Kirby-Smith Asso- 
ciates to conduct for us a canvass and survey so that in 1953, our Anniver- 
sary Year, we could analyze the present problems of a metropolitan church 
in relation to its possibilities for increased service and spiritual aid to the 
individual person and to the community. The results of the survey are 
manifold, but one reassuring fact was established, and that is that we have 
so much going on, and we serve people in so many kinds of ways, that we 
are much more than a congregation and a house of worship; for we are 
an institution serving the public each hour of the day. But the truth about 
our Church is much bigger than the word “institution” can express; for 
the survey shows that we are a community of people, young and old, rich 
and poor, from all sections of the city, interracial and, in certain ways, 
international, engaging together in common activities of work and service, 
and fellowship and study and worship, with responsibility widely dis- 
tributed. 

The Rector believes that the Parish should be a “little world,” a com- 
munity characterized by the fruits of the Spirit: love, joy, enthusiasm, 
strong purposes strongly pursued, kindness, friendliness, generosity, the 
second-mile spirit. Let it be a community of persons whose common respon- 
sibilities help them to learn skills in relationship, not “in talk but in situa- 
tions.” Let us aspire to be a kind of human reservoir which may be expected 
to furnish to our common life as a nation a modest but vital supply of 
persons skilled in relationships. 

A Parish which is a community skilled in relationships will indeed 
be a dependable force in holding the world together. Since wars are caused 
by men refusing to hold together, we can erect a significant memorial to 
the dead and one that is also a vigorous summons to the living of every 
age if we become a community where people’s needs are met one by one, 
where all feel a new impulse of spiritual life, and where the sense of fellow- 
ship is basic. 

St. Stephen’s has always stood for an enlightened and conscientious 
Christian citizenship. We must do so more than ever today as our citizen- 
ship inevitably becomes world citizenship. Our Parish vitality will, in 
sober reality, be tested, not simply within the Parish community as already 
suggested, but by our practice of its fundamental Christian doctrine of 
relationship in office and industry, in education and public life. 

During the past year the Rector addressed the students at the Phila- 
delphia Divinity School, Temple School of Theology and the Moravian 
Theological Seminary in Bethlehem. He addressed the Methodist Clergy 
of the North West District and the Lutheran Clergy of Philadelphia, and 
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o-day conference with the Episcopal Clergy of the Diocese 
Seine i Tork at Niagara Falls. He spoke to the Daughters of 
the King at their National Convention in Hartford, Conn., and to ae 
Woman’s Auxiliary of the Diocese of Easton. He spoke to a number o 
meetings of parish auxiliaries in the Diocese. He has been privileged to 
preach in various Protestant Churches in Philadelphia and New Jersey 
on a number of occasions. With the generous permission of the Vestry, he 
has conducted Lenten Noon-Day Services and Healing Missions in Syra- 
cuse, Bridgeport, Pittsburgh and Memphis. UP 
That St. Stephen’s has become a widely known center of Spiritua 
Healing is attested by the fact that during 1952 featured articles appeared 
in nationally known magazines such as Christian Century Pulpit, The 
Churchman and Sharing. There is nothing new in what the Rector pro- 
claims, but he does emphasize certain spiritual applications of the truths 
of Christianity. In addition to the teaching and sacramental life of a 
Christian Church, there is a vital need today for aggressive evangelism and 
a clearer understanding of the ministry of Christian healing. In the past 
decade we can thank GOD that the Church of ST. STEPHEN in the City 
of Philadelphia has been used to make an effective contribution towards 
this end. No one can evaluate the work accomplished. A thousand letters 
vouch for the healing power of Christ in body, soul and mind. During the 
past year alone 8,238 attended the Thursday Healing Services to receive 
the ministration of the Laying-On-Of-Hands at the Altar, to listen to the 
weekly sermon on Spiritual Healing and to join in prayers and meditation 
for those distressed in body, mind or spirit. Hundreds were reached by 
direct personal counselling in the Rector’s study where he is available every 
Thursday from 9:00 A.M. to 10:00 P.M., with time out for the two 
physically and emotionally exhausting public healing services. We have a 
steady panorama of human problems ranging from the depths of sorrow, 
frustration, unhappiness, physical and mental disharmonies, through 
divorce to alcoholism. Every week we have evidence presented to us that, 
with GOD in the picture, there is no disease that is incurable, and no 
roblem that cannot be solved. i 
` g of the scenes, so to speak, and the reason for GOD’s success in 
answering people’s needs is the unsung and unheralded group of sixty 
men and women giving spiritual integrity to our healing program by join- 
ing each day in a chain of intercessory prayers from 6:00 A.M. to midnight 
for the sick and distressed people brought to our attention. During 1952 
1574 letters were received from every State in the Union as well as from 
overseas requesting the help of our Prayer Fellowship. Hundreds of letters 
attest to the many blessings and renewals of strength and courage which 
our Prayer Fellowship have been so privileged to pass on to other lives, 
in the Name and by the Power of our LORD JESUS. Each one of the 
1574 who wrote to us about his or her problem received a personal answer 
and each one was remembered eighteen hours a day for a period of four 
weeks. This interesting group of spiritually matured persons who engage 
in this prayer activity and who are being led to put their whole trust in 
GOD represent a good cross section of our community, 1.€., clergy, medical 
doctors, nurses, theological students, housewives, teachers, business and 
professional persons. Most of these persons have received a personal dem- 
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onstration of GOD’s healing power and in grateful appreciation are giving 
of themselves in this selfless service of prayer in order to become a channel 
of GOD’s healing to others. 

Before concluding my report, I wish to say a word about the Wardens 
and Vestrymen of this Church. No Church could be blessed with a Vestry 
more devoted to the interests of the congregation. For eleven years, dur- 
ing which I have been Rector of this Parish, there have been no dissensions 
among the Vestry—no cliques, and never any action taken that has not 
met with the unanimous approval of the Vestry. I would like to call the 
roster of those gentlemen who are serving so well today in this our One 
Hundred and Thirtieth Year. 

Dr. Hersert Oxp, Rector’s Warden, has served three rectors in this 
capacity. He is the fourteenth Rector’s Warden in the history of this 
Parish. For many years he was secretary to the Burd School Committee 
and has had a long service on this important Committee. At present he is 
the Vice-President of the Board of Managers of THE BURD SCHOOL. 
He served most successfully as Chairman of the new Organ Committee, 
and has been the Chairman of the Music Committee for many years. 

I. Smiru Raspin, Eso., Accounting Warden, has served in this impor- 
tant capacity for over twenty-five years. He is the ninth one to hold this 
important office in the past One Hundred and Thirty Years. Not since the 
days of Ludovic Cleeman has the office of Accounting Warden been in 
such able and inspired hands. He has with rare business insight and acumen 
carried the financial responsibilities of a two million dollar religious cor- 
poration with unexcelled and statesman-like ability and resourcefulness. 
His contagious Christian optimism and unfailing qualities of inspired lead- 
ership have kept the good ship of St. Stephen’s afloat during many critical 
periods in the past quarter century. He has raised the office of Accounting 
Warden to the most honored and respected in the Church. 

Davi L. German, Eso., Clerk of the Vestry, has fulfilled the exact- 
ing demands of his office for 15 years with high fidelity and efficiency. He 
is a member of the Executive Committee in which his valued counsel is 
most appreciated and sought after. He is the nineteenth to hold this impor- 
tant office. His annual report on the activities of the Vestry is a valued 
contribution to a better understanding of our mutual concerns. 

Epwarp S. Morris, Eso., the Treasurer of the Burd School, has given 
unparalleled leadership in this important Trust of St. Stephen’s Church. 
He has a grasp of every department and an intimate contact with every 
detail of the life of the school. New life and vitality have come to this 
century old school as a result of his untiring efforts and wise administration. 

Mr. Harry Haucer, Chairman of the Church Property Committee, 
has served for over twenty-five years on the Vestry and has contributed 
yeoman service in many important departments of the Church. As Head 
Usher he is responsible for many of the favorable first impressions of 
people that are so important in a city church. His long association with 
our Parish and his helpful service in many of the activities, especially in 
the bookkeeping and accounting responsibilities has meant much to the 
efficiency of the Vestry. 

Mr. J. Lewis ArMstrone, a life-long member of the Parish, has 
served on the Music Committee and on the Executive Committee with 
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great competence and with sufficient background in music and finance to 
give effectiveness and wisdom in the counsels and activities of these two 
important responsibilities. 

Epwin S. Herns, Esquire, has served as a valued member of our 

Vestry for ten years during which time he has been of incalculable aid and 
assistance to the Executive Committee, of which he is a member, and to 
the Accounting Warden in the administration of the Trusts of the Church 
and the supervision of its accounting system. He has efficiently served as 
Superintendent of our Sunday School where he is doing a most remarkable 
job and has been an active member of the Burd School Committee, the 
Church Property Committee and the Organ Fund, with great generosity 
giving time out of his very active life to the works of our Church. 
Mr. Cuartes K. Hay, a life-long member of the Parish, with a fine 
background as an educator, has given invaluable assistance to the many 
educational and personality problems of the Burd School as well as head- 
ing up the Committee of the Community House. He has worked out a 
varied system of helpful activities in the Community House and is respon- 
sible for every detail of its exacting program. 

Mr. Witson C. LeITHEAD, another product of St. Stephen’s, con- 
tributes generously of his time and talents to a number of interesting and 
vital activities such as Secretary of the Burd School Committee, Chairman 
on Insurance, and the Chairman of Adult Education. i 

Mr. James Ors Lyman gives the major part of his time, as a retired 
Banker, to the work of young boys in Troop No. 2 of our Parish. The many 
prizes and awards that come consistently to the Scouts of our Troop for 
community work and excellence in scouting reflect the able and consecrated 
Leadership of Mr. Lyman. He serves as a valued member of the Finance 
Committee. 

Mr. FREDERICK ScHMID, JR., a life member of St. Stephen’s, is the 
youngest member of the Vestry. He is at present a member of the Church 
Property Committee and the Community House Activities. His long service 
with Troop No. 2, first as Tenderfoot and finally as sometime Scout Master 
and Committeeman, makes possible a vital contact with the boys of varied 
racial and religious backgrounds who live in our neighborhood. 

Mr. ELMER Cart, recently elected to the Vestry, brings to us from 
a highly respected banking experience, valued help in the work of the 
Executive Committee where so many financial problems involving our 
Trust Funds are discussed and important decisions made. 

As you read the twenty-five parish reports in this book, I think you 
will share my unbounded enthusiasm about our Parish, its present and its 
potentialities. Too much praise cannot be given to the members of the 
Vestry and the chairmen of our parish organizations for their energetic and 
efficient leadership. A careful reading of their annual reports will prove 
a rewarding experience. 

Somewhere in this report the Rector must make room for his official 
acts. During the year he conducted 400 services, preached 205 sermons ; had 
15 baptisms, 5 weddings and 31 burials. For confirmation 17 were pre- 
sented. The total attendance for the 452 services in 1952 amounted to 
50,495. The attendance at the various services was as follows: 


Sunday Services 
9:00 A. M.—1152; 11:00 A. M—9852; 7 :30 P. M.—3014. 
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Week Day Services 


Tuesday—1578 ; Wednesday—1976 ; Thursday—8238 ; Friday—1456. ~ 

Lenten Noonday Services—17,937 ; Special Services—5,302. 

It will be readily seen from the above figures that over two-thirds of 
the total attended the week-day worship services. That alone justifies our 
ministry in this part of the city. We have no record of the many hundreds 
of people who dropped in to pray and meditate between the hours of 
8:00 A.M. and 5:00 P.M., or of the hundreds who came for private con- 
sultations in the Rector’s office. 

Before closing this report we must say a word in regard to our new 
organ. Five years ago plans were laid to secure a new Organ. For some 
years we had known that something would have to be done in the matter 
of our ailing forty-five-year-old Organ. We found that the expense of 
repairing the Organ would be out of all proportion to its value, and, even 
then, we should have a very second-rate sort of instrument. The only prac- 
tical and sensible thing to do was to plan for a new Organ, and this is 
what the Vestry did. When it came to actual figures for the new instru- 
ment—$65,000.00—we were really appalled. But we have our Organ and 
it was dedicated on February 17. How was this miracle performed? Well, 
by salvaging wooden and metal pipes from the old Organ, we realized 
$25,000.00. But how to raise $40,000.00 from our present congregation 
was a real problem. The first gift to our project enabled the Rector and 
congregation to go forward in faith—the faith of a little child. This gift 
of one dollar came from a ten-year-old GIRARD SCHOOL boy, Jackie 
Smyth, who had worked Saturdays in a chain grocery store. With that one 
dollar held up before the congregation by the Rector on a Sunday morning, 
the hearts of all were moved to contribute to this Organ project. The 
gifts and pledges from one dollar to five thousand dollars totaled up to 
$23,000.00. The balance has come through the magic of our Accounting 
Warden in the profits realized on our fortunate investments. This, then, 
is the act of faith and confidence that the Vestry has made! We have 
secured the new Organ not only to meet our present necessity, but because 
we believe in the future of ST. STEPHEN’S CHURCH here on our 
down-town busy street. You know, if a place has nothing but a past, the 
Greeks have a word for it, it is a museum! If a place has nothing but the 
present, how very thin and shallow that present can be! If a place has 
nothing but the future, it has nothing but an optimistic dream! Happy 
is the place that has a great past, and a great present, and a great future! 

Every large city needs a downtown place of worship. GOD grant 
that we may continue for many a year this place of worship to keep before 
busy men and women a constant reminder that there are interests above 
the daily traffic of life. 

May GOD give us a spirit of zeal, concord, and sound judgment; 
so that we can, by GOD’s grace, make St. Stephen’s a lighthouse, that will 
throw its guiding rays far across the tumbling billows of our city’s life.

REPORT ON ACTIVITIES OF THE VESTRY 
FOR THE YEAR 1952-1953 

In the preceding Church Year the Vestry held its usual number of 

regular meetings and various committees of the Vestry such as the Execu- 
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tive, Burd School, Community House, Church Property, Music and Organ, 
held numerous meetings and their actions and recommendations were 
reported to and acted upon by the Vestry. As usual, a large number of 
financial transactions involving the purchase and sale of securities, accept- 
ance or rejection of mortgage applications, the problem of adequate 
insurance and various other matters were acted upon by the Executive 
Committee. The Accounting Warden submitted statements of receipts and 
disbursements for the preceeding month at each monthly meeting as well 
as the auditors’ reports on the examination of his books and records cover- 
ing the year 1952-1953, and numerous recommendations and resolutions 
relating to church bookkeeping, withdrawal of funds, allocation of securi- 
ties and investments, all of which were accepted and approved by the Vestry. 

The Treasurer of the Burd School made verbal reports from time to 
time of various improvements and economies in the operation of the 
School, and the Superintendent of the Church School made various recom- 
mendations, suggestions and reports, all of which were adopted and 
approved by the Vestry. 

In addition to numerous matters of a routine nature, the Vestry con- 
sidered a variety of problems involved in the operation of the Community 
House and the conduct of the Church School, the adoption of a budget, 
and the election of delegates to the Diocesan Conventions, the Organ situa- 
tion, Church Staff problems, Community House activities, various religious 
services, Church advertising, the Healing Services, vandalism, the Every- 
Member Canvass, the Organ Fund, Insurance, anda number of other topics. 

Through the Burd School Committee the Vestry remained in close 
touch with conditions at the Burd School and monthly reports from the 
Directress, Miss Charlotte U. Day, were read and approved at each regular 
meeting of the Vestry. 

All meetings were held in the Rector’s Study presided over by the 
Rector except certain special meetings held during the summer recess, 
which were held in the office of the Accounting Warden. The Rector has, 
as usual, kept the Vestry fully informed of all Staff matters and religious 
topics. Our admiration for the Rector increases with the years, and his 
own example continually inspires all of us to exert our best efforts for 
the benefit of the Church.

REPORT OF THE TREASURER OF BURD SCHOOL 

For the Fiscal Year Ending June 30, 1952 

The Treasurer is happy to report that Burd School completed a very 
satisfactory year as of its last fiscal date of June 30, 1952. When the 
Treasurer refers to a “satisfactory year” he must qualify that phrase by 
stating that the budgets adopted were met by the excellent operation of 
the Directress and Staff and only such capital expenses were incurred 
which the Committee of Managers and the Vestry felt were urgently 
necessary to maintain and improve our physical property. 

The Treasurer, the Managers and the Vestry have been concerned, 
during the past years of high living expenses, that our operating budget 
has not been completely in balance. Through the splendid co-operation of 
the mothers and their contributions and, by reason of a slight lowering in 
the cost of living index, our income-expense ratio has been improved. 
Nevertheless the forseeable future does not indicate that we can cease our 
efforts to increase the income from our endowments and to seek some 
other sources of contribution to our annual operating expenses. 
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To that end the Treasurer has requested and the Managers have ap- 
pointed a Committee to review the long-range prospects of Burd School, 
both as to operations and finance; this Committee anticipates finding 
means of achieving a balanced budget by our Hundredth Anniversary in 
March, 1956-—-which coincides with the termination of our present re- 
gearing of operations under our able Directress, Miss Charlotte U. Day. 

The Treasurer and the Managers bespeak the cooperation of the con- 
gregation of St. Stephen’s and their interest in Burd School in this 
effort. 

The Treasurer can only be everlastingly grateful for the support the 
Managers have given him and the splendid cooperation of the Directress, 
the Staff and the girls. 

The audited statement of our operating account for the last fiscal 
year appears below.

THE REPORT OF THE CHAPEL FOR THE HARD 
OF HEARING FOR THE YEAR 1952 

During the year 1952 twenty persons who were attending the Chapel 
Services regularly in 1951 ceased in their attendance. Five of these died. 
Two transferred, having moved from the city. Seven are in Homes or on 
the sick list, and six stopped coming for unknown reasons. However, the 
average attendance at the Sunday Evening Prayer Services dropped only 
three from an average attendance of 61 for the year 1951 to an average 
of 58 for the year 1952. Thus, 1952 was a year when we saw twenty of 
our regular congregation leave us, but, had the comfort of knowing seven- 
teen new persons are now attending our Services. This ‘new growth’ is 
assuring and should we do as well this year, I feel confident our statistical 
report for the year 1953 will be better. 

Reflecting the above figures our Treasurer reports that the envelope 
‘pledge’ offering dropped $119.52 and that there was a slight increase in 
the ‘loose’ offering of $3.40. 

These figures have their place. But what have we done in comforting 
and bringing lost souls to the saving grace found only in Christ Jesus? 
We have no statistics here, but we do know that the Spirit of God is 
working in and through our Chapel and Bible Class in doing a mighty work 
for the Lord. This is our work in St. Stephen’s Church and with your 
prayers continually for its success we shall carry on. 

The year has been a happy one. Our Woman’s Auxiliary continues to 
do a wonderful work (see their reports) and the Bible Class, with Miss 
Yeakle leading, brings the comfort of God’s Word to many. The choir, 
with Mr. Leeds, labors diligently to make our worship services more mean- 
ingful, and the soloists, who give so unselfishly of their time, merit our 
appreciation. The young men who assist at the altar and take part in the 
services, Mr. Edward Chinn and Mr. Thomas Keller, are to be commended 
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for their earnestness and devotion to help in our worship. We are thank- 
ful for them and pray that God will bless them on their way to His 
Ministry. To Messrs. Faulkner, Leight, Newkirk, Spratt and Raybold, our 
ushers and flag-bearers, we say thanks. And we thank St. Stephen’s 
Church, Dr. Price and the many associated with him for their help and 
guidance in our work in St. Stephen’s Church. 

During the week after Labor Day some thirty-seven of us had a won- 
derful vacation week at Holiday House, Sellersville, Penna. Part of the 
Leypoldt Fund added to our enjoyment there, and at Christmas with help 
from this fund a number of our members enjoyed a Christmas Day Turkey 
Dinner in the Community House. A few others were given financial aid. 
Mr. Leight, our Treasurer, gives his report on both the Chapel’s finances 
and the Leypoldt Fund following this report.

One hundred fifty dollars, for 
example, were distributed in very small amounts to persons in acute need 
of immediate aid. But it is not always possible to help each person directly 
or tangibly because loneliness is the basic cause of many problems. Always 
i aca sympathy, and prayer are helpful, and we try to give them 

reely. 

_ The Parish Visitor assisted with the Christmas Basket project, mailed 
literature for the Guild of the Christ Child, and made two hundred four- 
teen calls on church members in their homes, in hospitals, and in conva- 
lescent homes. . 

By the very nature of the work, many confidences are entrusted to 
us which may not be written into a report, and thus it is difficult to say 
precisely what has been accomplished. But sometimes there is the privilege 
of seeing a new smile on a face that came to St. Stephen’s with sadness 
or a new spark of courage and hope in eyes that were tired or weary. 

Your Parish Visitor is deeply grateful for the confidence which has 
been expressed in this work.

BURD SCHOOL ANNUAL REPORT FOR 1952 

Burd School reopened Monday, September 1, 1952, with a registration 
of thirty-three girls. One four-year-old child from Newportville was 
admitted. 

One student graduated from Bartram High School last June. During 
the summer, plans were made whereby, one girl returned to her mother 
and one girl entered Carson Valley School. The period between semesters 
brought about three other changes. One student graduated from Shaw 
Junior High School and was fortunate in having an aunt who was inter- 
ested in making a home for her. Two younger girls returned to their 
mothers. At present, there is one girl attending a kindergarten, thirteen 
girls in Comegy’s Elementary School, seven girls in Shaw Junior High 
School, five girls in Bartram High School and four girls in Girls’ High 
School. 
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Three girls wish to be confirmed this year making a total of fifteen 
girls who will be communicants. 

The program that was set up over a year ago through a small grant- 
in-aid, with a counselor and study expert, has produced excellent results. 
The scholastic average is the highest in five years. 

The ballet student is continuing her studies at dancing school and 
four students are studying piano. The extra curricular activities include, 
two girls in the Bartram A-Cappella Choir and two girls in the World 
Affairs Council. 

The medical record shows for the past year, three hospitalized cases 
and a minimum of contagion. The staff feel the excellent medical record 
is due to the preventive measures taken by the school doctor. 

A fine relationship has been established between Church Farm School 
and Burd School. The boys and girls enjoyed the parties that were given 
at both schools and are looking forward to a picnic in the Spring. 

Again, the Burd School Ladies’ Committee has been most generous 
in giving time and effort and has made many valuable contributions to the 
attractive and pleasant conditions under which the girls and staff live at 
the school. 

The Burd School Staff and Girls realize more and more what it means 
to live in an attractive and congenial atmosphere. It is also realized these 
conditions don’t just happen. They are made possible by persons who are 
interested in the welfare of others. To these persons we express our sin- 
cere appreciation for all that has been done for The Burd School.

SCOUTMASTER’S REPORT 
For The Year 1952-1953 

In February, 1952, we registered a total membership of 23 of whom 
19 were Active and 4 Associate, as follows: 

9 Scouts, 10 Explorers and 4 Associate Explorers, and in Februray, 
1953, our membership was numerically the same, but with certain changes 
in personnel. One Explorer who had been a Junior Assistant Scoutmaster 
was promoted to Assistant Scoutmaster. During the year we received 9 
new members and lost 9, of whom 4 were transferred to other Councils 
and for these we receive credit; three Associate Explorers, who had 
passd their 18th birthday and therefore were ineligible for re-registration, 
were graduated to Jr. Alumni and two scouts were dropped. 

As to Leadership: We have two Assistant Scoutmasters, John N. 
Gill, Jr., and Eugene B. Goldenberg and an Explorer Advisor, Alexander 
E. Bender. Robert E. Krimmel and Gerald Paltin, former Assistant Scout- 
masters, and Stanley Mitnick, former Explorer Advisor, all of whom are 
in college, have dropped out, but we hope they will give us the benefit of 
their valued counsel and in due course return to the Troop. Both of our 
Assistant Scoutmasters and our Explorer Advisor will take basic training 
this year. Your Scoutmaster has already taken both basic and advanced 


training courses.

As to Camping: We spent a total of 23 nights and days in camps— 
14 at Treasure Island and 9 in short term camps of one or two nights 
each, including the Philadelphia Camperall, where our exhibit of wood 
lore, edible wild plants and Indian relics drew much favorable comment. 
Except for two, every boy who was on our active roster prior to January 
3rd, 1953, took part in this program and spent at least one night in camp. 
Many boys had 10 nights or more. We did not camp during January or 
February. 

As to Advancement: We advanced one boy to Star rank, 5 to First 
Class, 5 to Second Class, 8 to Tenderfoot and earned séveral merit badges 
over and above those required for Star rank. Raymond Budelis received 
a Good Citizenship Medal from the Daughters of the American Revolu- 
tion at a ceremony held at Old Swede’s Church on May 25th. 

Service and Good Turns: On May 26th we served as guides at Gimbel 
Brothers Circus Outing for orphans and crippled children. 

On June 13th we ushered at the Philadelphia Inquirer’s Music Fes- 
tival and in June our Cobra Patrol purchased toys and other articles out 
of their own funds and presented them to the Pennsylvania Hospital for 
its Children’s Ward. 

On September 6th we made a survey of the area from 8th to Broad 
and from Pine to Market Streets, listing the number of homes, apart- 
ments, hotels, hospitals, doctors’ offices, drug stores, fire plugs, fire alarms, 
police stations and police call boxes for the Scout office and Civil Defense 
and on November Ist we distributed 800 or more door knob hangers to 
help the Get-out-the-vote Campaign. 

At Christmas 1952 the Troop made up a fund and bought toys, etc., 
which it donated to one of our children’s institutions. 

For Conservation: We collected more than 8,600 pounds of news- 
paper. 

As to our other Activities: We conducted many day hikes averaging 
better than one per month, swam at the Central Y.M.C.A. during the cold 
weather and out of doors during the summer; visited Valley Forge and 
had softball games from time to time during June, July and August.
